Dissolution Suit Brought in Fed- 
eral Court at Macon—Con- 


*Macon--Officers of. Company 
Have Been Prosecuted. 


Macon, Ga., January| §—A suit 
brought by the United States govern- 
ment~to dissolve the so-called: Naval 
Stores trust, of which the Savannah 
Naval Stores Company is alleged to be 
the parent and controlling concern, 
was today filed in the federal court 
here by Assistant United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Alex Akerman. 

In the bill of complaint it is charged 
that the naval: stores combination con- 
trdls an even 90 per cent of the pine 
products business of the United States; 
that it has manipulated markets for 
the past .ten years to such an extent 
that through this agency alone com- 
petitor after competitor has been 
forced to.the wall or into the com- 
bines; that now it is supreme and ar- 
bitrarily in_its field. 

The action is brought under the 
Sherman lawy and is directed against 
the following companies: The Ameri- 
can Naval Stores Company, organized 
under the laws of West Virginia; the 
American Nava] Stores Company, or- 
ganized under the laws of the state of 
New York, with principal offices in 
New York city; the National Transpor- 
tation and Terminal Company, organ- 
ized under the laws of New Jersey, 
with head offices in Jacksonville, Fla.,, 
the National Transportation and Term- 
inal Company, organized under the 
laws of New York, with head offices 
in New York city; the Peninsular Na- 
val Stores Company, organized under 
the laws of Florida, with head offices 
in Jacksonville; the Union Naval 
Stores Company, organized under the 
laws of West Virginia, wit» headquar- 
ters in New York city. 

The American Naval Stores Com- 
pany of Savannah is charged to be the 
one big operating company which con- 
trols and directs the operations of all 
others included in the bill of com- 
plaint, and which the action is 
brought against it. Its officers are 
also made defedants in the action. 
They are Edmund 8S. Nash, president; 
Spencer P. Shotter, chairman of the 
board of directors; J. F. Cooper Mey- 
ers, vice president; George M. ‘Board- 
man, treasurer, and C. J. Deloach, 
secretary, all of Savannah. 

Four Big Companies. 


Prior to 1902 it is charged that in 
the naval stores business there were 
four big companies doing business on 
a more or less legitimate and active 
competitive basis. They were S&S P. 
Shotter Company, Patterson-Downing 
Company of Georgia and West Vir- 
ginia,. respectively, both operating 
from Savannah; Societe Anonymedes 
Produits, Resinux, a Belgian concern, 
and Nickoll & Knight, of London. 

In December of 1902, the bill states, 
the S. P. Shotter Company and the 
Patterson-Downing Company merged 
under the title of Atlantic Investment 
Company, a corporation chartered un- 
der the laws of West Virginia, with 
an authorized capacity of $5,000,000. 

In 1905, it is charged that the whole 
four companies came together under 
the charter of the Globe Naval Stores 
Company, which concern the govern- 
ment séts forth absolutely controlled 
the naval stores business as soon as 
it was organized.

Calls for Aid Come to the City 
Office From 100 Poverty- 
Stricken Families, While 
Charities Provide for Needs 
of 67 Applicants. 


Reports from the city’s department 
of charities and from the offices of 
the Associated Charities show that 
the extremely cold and inclement 
weather has brought much suffering 
to the poor in Atlanta. 

While the snow storm gave pleas- 
ure to a great many people and was 
welcomed with joy by the merry- 
makers, it was a hardship to those 
who were poverty-stricken and with- 
out food and fuel. 

So great was the demand for help 
in the office of City Warden Evans 
that he had to have help, and he was 
assisted by F. McC. Brown, the well- 
known insurance man, who volun- 
teereqd to assist the warden, and -did 
so nearly. all of Monday. 

Many Calls for Help. 

City’ Warden Evans stated that he 
has never before met with such a Call 
for fuel and food. During. Monday 
morning there were over 100 poverty- 
stricken families, about forty of 
which were white, in whose homes 
there was not a morsel of foo0qg ahd 
not a piece of coal or wood. In some 
instances the destitute people were 
almost freezing and had to go to bed 
and cover with their scanty bed cloth- 
ing in order. to Keep. from actually 
freezing to death. 

In one house on Ella street. there 


‘were found a mother and her babe, 


who were alone and sick in bed. There 
was no foog and nv fire. 

An old negro woman wasMound in 
the. basement of:a house on Fraser 
street without food and fuel and too 


decrepit to let her neighbors know 


that she was suffering. 

The city warden states that he was 
surprised to find that fuel was-need- 
ed in some families that appeared to 
be in or@inary circumstances. In one 


.such family the mother of three: lit- 


tle children stated that her husband 
had been on a drunk and that she was 
forced to beg for fuel in order to keep 
her ‘Vittle’ children from’ suffering. 

_ Many Cases of Suffering. 

“This is the worst experience I have 
ever had,” stated .the.city’ warden, 
“and I believe much of the suffering 
has been due to the inclement as 
much as the cold weather because the 
men have been kept out of work and 
have not been earning sufficient 
wages with which to provide ‘for their 
families. With over 100 caHs ‘for. coal]

“The statement of Roosevelt that 
the trust law was impotent was un- 
true, and you lawyers know it,” he 
said. “I charge now, and when the 
opportunity is presented and I am 
asked gor facts and figures I will 
prove it, that ali of his tirade against 
the law, the courts, and the states 
was to attract attention away from 
the truth, and that every bi of the re- 
sponsibility for the conditions of to- 
day rests upon the republican party.” 
Governor Folk, of Missouri, follow- 
ed Judge Parker. P 
William R. Hearst; who was given 
& rousing reception, expresstd his 
faith in the principles of democracy, 
and said his only design was to lend 
his best efforts “to help true demo- 
crats control the party in the interest 
of true democrarcy.” 

Bryan on “Passing Plutocracy.” 
Mr. Bryan, who came last on the 
program, spoke on the subject, “The 
Passing of Plutocracy.” Nothing that 
he said awoke so much applause~ as 
his poetic peroration quoted from By- 
ron. This is what Mr. Bryan quoted: 
“The dead have been awakened— 
shall I sleep? The world’s at war 
with tyrants—shall I crouch? 

“The harvest’s Tripe—and I pause to 
reap.” 

When Mr. Bryan had spoken these 
lines the banquet hall rang with -a 
deafening din. Here and there about 
the noisy tumult could be heard min- 
gied cries of “Yes, stay asleep,” and 
“You are still a live one!” Mr. Bry- 
an continueg his quotation when the 
tumult had subsideg and concluded 
with this: 

“Tt slumber not—the thorn 
couch— , 
Each day a trumpet soundeth 
ear— 

Its ache in my heart.” 

Direction Election of Senators. 
Referring to political akairs, Mr. 
Bryan characterized the movement for 
popular election of senators as the 
greatest national reform of the gener- 
ation, and urged elimination of the 
partisan issue that has been injected 
into the controversy asserting that 
neither of the great parties could hope 
to win a constitutional victory un- 
aided, 

He indorsed the direct primary and 
advocated its application to national 
electiong in every state, 

“T congratulate the democratic con- 
gress;”’. said Mr. Bryan, “on the record 
it is making. It is earning the confi- 
dence of the nation. In the matter of 
the tariff the country is rapidly ap- 
proaching the democratic position, and 
while there are individual opinions 1s 
to schedules there can be no differ- 
ences of opinion among democrats as 
to the substantial advantages to be 
secured to the people by the reduc- 
tions that are being attempted.” 

Speaking of the future work cf con- 
gress, Mr. Bryan made a pl¢ee fcr ‘the 
immediate declaration of the nation’s 
purpose in the Philippine question ad- 
hering to the democratic platform 
promise of independence. 

The Campaign of 1912, 

In speaking of the approaching cam- 
paign as one giving promise of victory 
to the democratic party, Mr. Bryan 
warned his hearers “that at this time 
when the whole country is alive with 
progressive sentiment it will be crimi- 
nal folly for our party to faiter in its 
onward march or to show cowardice 
in the.face of the power of the enemy 
which is drawn up in battle before us. 
“As much as we may be interested 
in the tariff question,” he continued, 
“we must not ignore the menace of 
the trusts. The democratic party must 
meet immediately and boldly the issue 
presented to the supreme court in the 
tSandard Oil and Tobacco decisions. 
The people will not trust a party that 
lacks the courage to challenge every 
public foe.”

WILSON TALKS OF DEMOCRACY 
IN THE PAST AND IN FUTURE 
Washington, Qanuary 8.—Governor 

Woodrow Wilson addressed the demo- 

ocratic Jackson. day banquet tonight, 

replying to the toast, “Democracy, Past 
and Future.” He said in part: 

“Democracy as a principle of gov- 
ernment may be said to have become 
the accepted doctrine of the world. 
Wherever nations awaken and begin 
to struggle toward the light, they 
now instinctively aid as a matter of 
course rely for release from intoler- 
able conditions upon the principle of 
the rule of the people. 

“Perhaps w can best express our 
present @wlitical qbject by saying 
that it is to free government and busi- 
nes& from private control. Our gov- 
ernment has for a great many years 
beer, privately controlied. It is not 
nece}sary to impeach the motives or 
to dpgubt the integrity and patriotism 
pose who have controlled it. It 
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ers at the Jackson day banquet to- 
night. 

“This opportunity,” he continued, 
“will b@lost if the party merely occu- 
pies a*position of negation without 
announcing affirmative and progiessive 
ideas. So the present rising tide of 
democracy is not for the democratic 
party, no matter how controlled, but 
in favor of real democratic principles. 

“To profit by it the party must sin- 
cerely, by platformand candidates, de- 
clare. for those principles and be in 
keeping with the great movement that 
is sweeping over the land today.

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DR. CRUTCHER ATTACKS 
SENATOR OWEN’S BILL 


Senator Owens, of Oklahoma, and 
his bill for the establishment of a na- 
tional health department, came in for 
some sharp criticism in an address de- 
livered alst night by Dr. Lewis Crutch- 
er, of New York, before a meeting of 
the National’ League for Medical Free- 
dom at Cable Hall on Broad street. ~ 

The subject of Dr. Crutcher’s lecture 
was “Compulsory Medicine in Ameri- 
ca,” and he declared that a “little 
clique of medico-politicians are at- 
tempting to establish a national de- 
partment of health in order that they 
may form a sort of medical. trust, 
barring from the United States all 
forme of healing except that of the 
allopathic ‘or regular school.” 

Regard#ng Senator Owens’ bill and 
the establishing of this department he 
said: : 

“The establishment of such a health 
department, as outlined in the bill of 
Senator Owens, of Oklahoma, which is 
now before the senate, would put a 


physician in the president's cabinet and “ 


establish a department which would be 
autocratic, and from which the people 
would have no recourse by law,” he 
said. 

Dr. Crutcher compares medicine:with 
religion, declaring that the establish- 
ment of such a department would place 
the medical profession on the same 
basis as a_ state religion. “Suppose, 
says. Dr. Crutcher, “that a minister, 
Baptist or Methodist, or anything else, 
was placed in the president’s cabinet, 
and he decided upon one denomination 
and said that it should be the religion 
of the American people, an dthat other 
religions are unlawful? 

“That is exactly whatem department 
of health could do. In all cases of 
sickness, a person would be forced" by 
law to call in a physician of the regu- 
lar school.

His success as 
a business man is established and need not be detailed. But he 
has exhibited, in his various public capacities, a broad conception 
of the obligations of citizenship, with especial reference to civic 
improvement and advancement along public health lines. As 
member of the board of trustees he had opportunity, of which he 
took advantage, to study closely the health situation in Atlanta, 
which is, of course, the health situation of Georgia concentrated. 
As president of the chamber of commerce, his initiative was many 
times exerted in the direction of fostering community health. And 
as mayor of Atlanta, his influence in general health work and in 
inaugurating medical inspection in the public schools, marked him 
as possessed of the highest degree of constructive citizenship. 

He will serve Georgia to splendid advantage upon the state 
board of health. Incidentally, his career offers food for study to 
young men, citizens generally, looking to see an efficient, twentieth 
century interpretation /of citizenship individualized.

TO THE PACKERS 


In Bidding for Meat Contracts. 
Packers Fight Hard to Keep 
Out Evidence. 


Chicago, January 8.—A letter show- 
ing alleged collusion between Swift & 
Co. and Armour & Co., in bidding for 
the annual meat contract of the old 
soldiers’ home at Togus, Maine, No- 
vember 6, 1905, was introduced in 
evidence today by the government in 
the trial of the ten Chicago packers 
charged with commercial violation of 
the Sherman law, ’ 

The letter was received by Jerome 
H. Pratt, former assistant manager of 
Amour & Co.’s dressed meat depart- 
ment and was signed with the inl- 
tials IF. A. F., which Pratt said indi- 
cated it was written by Francis A, 
Iowler, one of the defendants in the 
case and head of the dressed meat de- 
partment of Swift & Co. 

The letter read: 

“J. H. P.: Please bid. over 
mutton 84%, Togus home. 
had for a year. F. A, F.” 

Mr. Pratt was on the stand through- 
out the day and wil] resume his story 
tomorrow. 

The witness was shown summaries 
of shipments and margins sent him 
by Arthur Meeker in 1903 and asked 
what the figures conveyed to him, An 
objection was sustained. 

Later the witness was permitted to 
answer the question in another form 
and sald the figures were the ship- 
ments and margins of Armour, Swift, 
Morris and the National Packing 
Company. 

“Did you make any use of the Na- 
tional Packing Company’s figures?” 

“Yes, we kept track of their ship- 
ments to see that they did. not ex- 
ceed their percentage to different 
points,” replied Mr. Pratt. 

The witness said he often spoke to 
Mr. Meeker about the National Pack- 
ing Company’s’ over-shipment into 
certain markets, 

Mr. Pratt said the order, in which 
the margins were entered on the 
weekly reports was Armour first: Na- 
tional Packing Company second; Mor- 
ris third, and Swift last. 

Every qestion put by District At- 
torney Wilkerson to have the witness 
explain the significance of the per- 
centage and margin figures, alleged 
to have been written by J, Ogden Ar- 
mour, Thomas J. Connors and Arthur 
Meeker, was met with a volley of ob- 
jections, early all of which were sus- 
tained.

Taken from his cell in the federal 
building where he had been lodged be- 
ore daylight after his secret trip in 
the custody of govérnment officials 
from Los Angeles, ~ McManigal, the 
confessed accomplice of John J. and 
James B. McNamara, went before the 
jurors qfter his written confession had 
been presented in detail. 

That the prisoner will be kept in 
attendance on the grand jury for ten 
days or two weeks was indicated by 
the intention of United States ‘Attor- 
ney Charles W. Miller to have him re- 
peat his confession orally and to de- 
scribe with minute circumstances his 
relations with others in his dynamit- 
ing expeditions from the time he first 
blew up a structure in Detroit in June, 
1907, down to his activities in the 
same business on the Pacific coast.

STOCK BEAR RAID 
IN WALL STREET 


Principal Object of Attack 
Was Union Pacific--Sell- 
' ing Heavy. 


New York, January 8.—A bear raid 
of small proportions, with Union Pa- 
cific as the especial object of attack, 
depressed stocks for a time after trad- 
ing began today. Transactions were 
on a fairly large scale, and Union Pa- 
cific was forced down nearly 2 points. 
Reading, Lehigh Valley, United States 
Steel and a number of other stocks, 
lost a point or more. After an hour of 
activity and falling prices the market 
became steady and trading diminished. 
During the remainder of the day the 
tone was stronger. Prices hardened 
slowly, and in some cases the recovery 
reached a point 

The dragging movement and lack of 
speculative interest seemed to make 
more remote the prospects of an active 
speculative market. The street now is 
,@xperiencing a mild reaction from the 
recent outburst of optimism. Expec- 
tations of a decided change for the 
better soon was based on indications 
of improvement in business conditions. 
While it is agreed that there has been 
a gain of this nature, the improve- 
ment has not been sufficiently pro- 
nounced to satisfy the more optimistic 
forecasts. 

Predictions of improvements in busi- 
ness were based largely On the in- 
crease of ofders for iron and steel, but 
the opinion is now being expressed 
that the volume of orders this month 
will not expand as greatly as was look- 
ed for in December. A disappointing 
feature is the apparent inclination of 
the railroads to reduce or hold back 
orders for rails and other materials. 

The continued lack of demand for 
money for business uses caused a de- 
cline in rates and increasing competi- 
tion for the limited supply of mercan- 
tile paper. In some instances prime 
paper was placed as low as 3% per 
cent. Institutions which usually em- 
ployed large amountsinthis way were 
forced to turn to other investments 
with the result that there was a keen- 
er demand for some high-grade bonds. 
The market for bonds, as a whole, 
however, is said by representatives of 
bond houses to be somewhat disap- 
pointing. 

The steady selling of Union Pacific 
made it the feature of the day in the 
stock exchange. This stock has been

under pressure so long that consider- 
able significance is attached to its 
movements, although the source of tho 
selling remains a matter of conjec- 
ture. 

The copper shares were strong for a 
time. In the late dealings both West- 
inghouse and General Electric gained 
than 2 points.

UNNAMED COMBINE 
HALEDTO ACCOUNT 


Buffalo, N. Y., January 8.—That a 
trust without a name has obtained 
control of $0 per cent of the business 
of manufacturing and selling coaster 
brakes for bicycles and motorcycles, 
and a large percentage of other bicy- 
cle accessories, in violation of the 
Sherman anti-trust law, is charged in 
indictments handed down by a fed- 
eral grand jury here today. 

There are eight counts in the indict- 
ments in which eighteen individuals 
and six corporations are charged with 
conspiracy to restrain trade and with 
attempting to monopolize the business. 

The firms indicted are the New De- 
parture Manufacturing Company, Cor- 
bin Screw Corporation, Aurora Auto- 
matic Machinery Company, Eclipse 
Machinery Company, Miami Cycle and 
Manufacturing Company and Buffalo 
Metal Goods Company. : 

It is charged that representatives 
of these firms in 1908 made an agree- 
ment arbitrarily fixing prices and pro- 
viding a system of penalties and 
blacklists. No corporate name was 
adopted, although the alleged combina- 
tion has been Known to the trade as 
the ‘Association of: Coaster Brake Li- 
censes. Cutting of prices, it is al- 
leged, was penalized by blacklisting 
and dealers who failed to observe the 
prices of the assoctation, -it is al- 
le®ed, were practically shut out from 
the trade.

«them. Mr. Brown, one of my fellow 
(church members of the Wesley Me- 
morial, Kindly volunteered to assist 
me, and but for hits help I don’t know 
how I could have gotten along. The 
work in which I am engaged has 
taught me long ago that ‘the cry of 
those who suffer goeth up for ever- 
more,’ but I have never before seen 
so much of destitution and ‘want at 
any one time as there is in Atlanta 
during the present. terrible spell of 
weather. I tell you’ when a man 
comes in close contact with such hu- 
man suffering as I have seen today it 
makes himthankful for the blessings 
that God Almighty has bestowed upon 
him; I don’t suppose Atlanta in this 
respect is worse than any other’ big 
city and that there will always be 
destitution and suffering, but at this 
time the appeal for help comes when 
there is actual physical suffering and 
when wemen and little children 
shiver in ythe cold and cry for bread.” 

The city warden states that *he is 
pow spending, to help the poor, on an 
average of $150 a day, and that the 
appropriations for charity will not go 
far at such a rate. While he did not 
Say so, and did not intimate that he 
wished to make an appeal for outside 
help, it is‘ known that he can do a 
great deal of good with any donations 
of either cash, food, fuel or clothing 
that may be made to him. 

Did Quick, Good Work, 

The efficacy of organized charity 
Was proven Monday in the quickness 
with which the needs of the poor were 
met. During the day sixty-seven ap- 
plicants went to the office of the asso- 
ciation for aid, and in every instance 
prompt relief was given. 

To some fuel was given; for others, 
groceries were bought; to others, still, 
room rent and house rent was given; 
lodging was proviged for those with-\ 
out homes or the” amount needed to 
secure shelter from the cold; to one 
little child, overshoes were given, and 
from largé to small needs, each person 
who applied for help recétved it. 

One call came from a home _ into 
which death had etnered with the cold. 
Reports of complete destitution were 
sent in to the offices of the association. 
The house was saddened by the death 
of a little child, and, in addition to 
this sorrow, there was no _ fuel, no 
money, nothing that was needed for 
protection against the wet and cold. 

An agent was sent out at once to
